and two Caralonian Regiments are march’d to guard 
the Coafts. The Nobility and the Militia of Galicia 
are difpos’d along the Coafts of that Province, to 
oppofe any defcent from the Enemy, and there is a 
numerous Garrifon put into the Groyne, which is 
ftrongly fortify’d and furnith’d with all needful Pro- 
vifions. They write from Ceuta, that by fpringing 
of a Mine they had gain’d fome Ground from the 
Moors, on which they intended to make fome 
Works for the better defence of that place: And 
that the:Son of the King of Morocco was leading an 
Army againft his Father. 


From the Leyden Gaeztte, Dated Aug. 31. 


Madrid, Aug. 10. The King has written to the 
Queen, that he defigns to come back out of Italy in 
October. Cardinal Portocarrero has loft much of 
the Efteem which he had formerly in this Court. 
Money is grown very fcarce all over the Kingdom, 
and confequently Intereft is at a high rate; fince the 
War and the Interruption of Commerce. This adds 
to the number of the Malecontents, and ’tis to be ap- 
prehended that they will declare themfelves openly 
upon the firft opportunity. Since the report of the 
Confederate Fleet’s having appeared on the Coafts of 
Galicia, ntoft of the richeft Inhabirants of Cadiz have 
retir'd with their beft Effects up into the Country, 
and that place is putting into a fit pofture of Defence 
with the utmoft Expedition. 


From the Hague Gazette, Dated Aug. 31. 


Hamburg, Aug. 28. They write from Slefwick of 
the 23d. that at length they had receiv’d certain Ad- 
vice from Cracow of the Death of the Duke of 
Holftein Gottorp, from fome of his Council who at- 
tended on him in the Expedition into Poland. The 
Meffenger of this News was ftopp’d by the Poles 
en the 26th of laft Month, and kept 3 Weeks, which 
is the occafion of the Letters coming a long time af- 
ter their Date. That when the Nobility of Hol- 
{tein took the Oath of Fidelity to the young Duke 
of Gottorp, (during whofe Minority the Govern- 
ment is put into the Hands of his Mother) a cet- 
tain perfon protefted againft the form of. the Oath, 
alledging, that the Guardianfhip of the young Duke, 
and the Adminiftration of that Government, did of 
right belong to a Prince of the Houfe of Gottorp ; 
and that it is not known who ‘commiffion’d this pet- 


fon to make this Proteft, bur it is believ'd that what 
he did is with the approbation and in the Name of 
the Council and Nobles of rhe Country. They
